I n d ia n a p o l is, October 12th.—The Presi­ 
dential party arrived early this morning 
from St. Louis. The President’s daughter, 
Mrs. McKee, and her husband, together 
with baby McKee, welcomed the Chief Ex­ 
ecutive. 
Beyond these and the reporters 
there was no one to welcome him, the 
President h a v iD g earnestly requested this. 
The President inquired at once after Justice 
Miller’B condition, and seemed relieved to 
hear that he still lived. 
H e went to the 
home of Mr. McKee, and the rem ainder of 
the party, excepting Private Secretary Hal- 
fordj went to the Hotel Denison. After 
breakfast the President attended services at 
his old church, the First Presbyterian, and 
after service greeted many old friends. 
He 
dined with Secretary Tracy, and later the 
party, accompanied by ex-Senator McDon­ 
ald, drove about the city. 
The party had supper at Mrs. McKee’s 
residence, after which many visitors called 
informally upon the President. At 10 
o'clock the party repaired to their private 
car and retired. The train leaves at 6 
o’clock in the morning for the east. 


JU STIC E M ILLER. 


H is D ea th H ou rly E x p ected by th e P h y­ 
sician s. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 12th.—There has 
been little change in Justice Miller’s con­ 
dition since early this morning. All day 
the physicians and watchers have been 
gathered around his bedside, momentarily 
expecting a dissolution, and it has only 
been owing to his wonderful vitality that 
he lived through the day. 
The physicians 
say he has been dying all day, and that 
the end is hot far olí. During the day his 
respiration had grown shorter, the pulse 
increased and the lungs constantly filled 
with phlegm, rendering 
breathiDg 
ex­ 
tremely difficult. 
' 
This afternoon, when Dr. Lincoln re­ 
lieved Dr. Cooke, he noticed a marked 
change in the patient’s condition, and 
knew then that he was beyond medical 
assistance. 
During the day aad evening a large 
num ber 
of 
persons called. 
Only the 
Justices ot the Supreme Court were ad 
rnitted to the sick room. Telegrams were 
received during the day that Mrs. Touzaiin 
and Mra. Corkhill, daughters of the jurist, 
had left Omaha and would arrive here to­ 
morrow night. 
Mrs. Harrison and Chief Justice Fuller 
were among the callers, each rem aining 
several hours. 
At one o'clock this (Monday) morning 
Justice Miller was sinking rapidly and hi3 
breathing becomes more difficult. It is 
hardly possible at times to tell whether he 
is alive or dead, so feeble is the respira­ 
tion. 
At 2 a . m . Justice Miller was still alive.

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MO MORE CHAMPAGME? 


T he A la rm O ver P h y llo x e r a —W ill It b e 
S tam p ed O u t? 
[From the Pall Mall Gazette.] 
If one were to believe the sensational 
statements of sundry “ Paris correspond­ 
ents ” the champagne vineyards are on the 
eve of being destroyed by the rhuUoxcra 
casialrix, and in another year or two there 
will be no more champagne. 
Of course, 
there will always be plenty of sparkling 
wine, for any wine may be manipulated so 
as to be rendered etlervescent; but l>e- 
tween genuine champagne and the ordi­ 
nary manufactured rin momscui there ex­ 
ists even a greater difference than between 
a water which nature herself impregnates 
with carbonic acid gas and a water whose 
sparkling properties are due entirely to 
artificial means. 
True champagne owes 
its effervescence to it» own saccharine, 
hence its superiority *« a beverage asd its 
value as a tonic in cases of neuralgia, nan- 
N-ia and icllutnza. MuK the gourmet then 
indeed bid ir farewell? The following 
facts and figures derived from relia We 
sourves will throw some light on the 
m atter : 
The cham pagne vineyards yield, on ae 
average, nearlv lC;tNW,000 gallons of wine 
every year. 
Only a portion of this is con­ 
verted 
into ¡in ,nou&eux, the inferior 
growths supplying ordinary table wine for 
the inhabitants of the district,, except in 
years of great scarcity, when they are 
utilized by some of the shippers. 
At the 
present time there are about 7-',>0,000 
bottles of sparkling champagne in the cel­ 
lars of the shipping houses, who. moreover, 
hold a stock of over ^000,000 gallons of 
wine in cask. 
The annual sales, however, 
average 20,000,000 bottles, so th at the 
stocks in hand, large as they may seem, 
only represent between four and tire years’ 
consumption. 
If, therefore, the cham­ 
pagne vineyards were on the point of be­ 
ing annihilated the wine m ight become 
altogether unobtainable, either for love or 
money, before the close of the century. 
But it is by no means certain that the 
vineyards are almut to l>e destroyed. 
We 
have been told ti ues without number that 
there would soon be no more cognac 
brandy, the phylloxera having devasted 
the Char«nte vinelands. and the stocks of 
the 
distillers being 
nearly exhausted. 
Statements to this effect, emanating from 
our Consular agents, have been printed in 
blue l)ooks, and largely quoted by the 
newspaper press. 
But events have failed 
to confirm these assertions. 
No one can 
deny the serious ravages of the phylloxera 
in the Charente vineyards, but the latter 
have been largely replanted and are now 
steadily recovering, for during the last few 
years they have yielded at each vintage an 
average of 44,000,000 gallons of wine, the 
whole of which has been converted in tj 
brandy. 
There is, therefore, no likelihood 
of the supply of cognac failing, though, of 
course, a ¡veil-matured spirit is now more 
expensive than it was in the old days. 
In 
a like way the depredations of the phyllox­ 
era have been stayed in the Medoc. 
One 
need only turn to the otlicial statistics 
issued by the l-’rench Government to see 
that the Medoc vintage of 1SS7, 1888 and 
1889 were among the most plentiful on 
record. 
The success which has attended the 
efforts of the Medoc and Charente vine 
growers will probably wait upon the efforts 
now being made in the champagne couu- 
try. The champagne houses are extremely 
wealthy. 
They have not spent all their 
millions in supporting (ieneral Boulanger, 
and one may expect that they will render 
considerable pecuniary assistauce to the 
proprietors of the soil. 
The vineyards are 
about 33,000 acres in extent, and not more 
than 5,000 acres are owned by the ship­ 
ping firms—all the rem aining vineyards 
being in the hands of comparatively small 
growers. 
The task cf contending against 
the phylloxera is an expensive one, but it 
is so evidently the interest of the shippers 
to support the growers that whatever 
funds may prove necessary will certainly 
be forthcoming. 
Indeed, syndicates and 
commissions are already at work, and the 
entire Departm ent of Marne is being o r­ 
ganized in view of ottering an energetic 
resistance to the scourge. 
The real champagne vineyards, it should 
be noted, are confined to the Department 
of the Marne, and, so far, the phylloxera 
has not been found in any one of them. 
B ut it has been detected at Treloup, in the 
Aisne, w ithin 500 yards of the border of 
the Marne, and it is this which has caused 
the panic. 
There are numerous extensive 
nurseries at Treloup, whence the growers 
of the M arne have for many years been 
accustomed to obtain young vines to re­ 
place such plants in their own vineyards 
that were either dead or past bearing. 
As 
a consequence, it is thought highly prob­ 
able that the young vines purchased at 
Treloup during the last twelve months 
may have 
disseminated the phylloxera 
through the vineyards of the river and the 
m ountain alike—possibly even over the 
sloj)es of Ay and Ilautviilers, Bouzy and 
Verzenav, and a dozen other localities 
whence the best varieties of raw cham­ 
pagne are derived. 
If such prove the case, 
the situation will be very serious; but at 
the present season it is impossible to ar­ 
rive at any certainty on the point. 
The 
phylloxera virtually disappears during the 
autum n and winter mouths, and one will 
not know until next May w hether it has 
really penetrated the champagne vine­ 
yards or not. 
Meantime, alt precautionary measures 
will doubtless be carried out, all the retne- 
l dies iudicated by the scientific research of 
recent years will be brought into play, 
and a large fund will be subscribed.

only in earnest they may succeed in anni­ 
hilating the scourge even more promptly 
than their confreres in the Medoc. 
For a 
comparatively small sum, no doubt, they 
m ight purchase the contaminated vine­ 
yards at Treloup and lay them waste, 
burning every vine stock and im pregnat­ 
ing the soil with the most approved 
chemical preparations. This, of course, 
would not remedy the harm which may 
already have been done, but it would, at 
least, tend to check further invasion. 
At 
the present time one can only say of the 
situation that it is undoubtedly a threat­ 
ening one; but, clearly enough, it is alto­ 
gether too soon even for Paris correspond­ 
ents to assert that there is to be no more 
champagne.

L i^nffipti Q ua U sed as a S u b stitu te for 
G u n pow der. 
Losdok. October 12th.—M. Giflard, the 
inventor of the wonderful gun in which 
liquttied gas rerves as a noiseless but deadly 
substitute for powder, is now in London. 
Speaking of bis invention, he said: ‘‘I 
won't tell yon of the experiments we have 
been making at the l’aris Gas Company for 
nearly twenty years for the compression of 
steam and air and the liquefaction of gas, 
but the Giflard gun is the outcome. The 
French Government bought the rights for 
the Title as a weapon of war, and the Colts 
bought the rights to the patents for ¿'200,- 
OuO. The riil?. of course, differs first and 
foremost from every gun in not requiring 
powder. 
Liquefied gas is one of the most 
powerful explosives known. If one drop 
enters the breech ot the gun when the 
trigger is pulled the bullet is sent with a 
force equal to 500-pannd pressure to the 
square inch. 
By the turn cf a screw you 
can regulate the speed of the bullet, which 
leaves the barrel without noise, smoke, 
smell, heat or recoil. There is no danger 
of explosion, and the substitute for gun­ 
powder is infinitely cheaper, from 230 to 
:¡00 bullets beine tired otl at the cost of a 
penny. 
Liquefied gas will revolutionize 
all the present theories concerning steam 
and other motive powers.”

effective. The better plan for men of 
wealth to adopt is to be their own exec­ 
utors; to dispose of their charitable dona­ 
tions while they live, and not trust to the 
uncertainty of wills and trustee bodies. 


THE VALUE OF MEN. 


M r. Depew, on his recent visit to E u ­ 
rope, was forcibly im pressed w ith th e sud­ 
d e n collapse of Prince B ism arck. 
O nly a 
few m onths ago th e rum or of his intended 
re tira c y was received as th e announcem ent 
o f a great public calam ity, y et w hen he 
le it office it affected G erm any little and 
E u ro p e not at all. 
B u t M r. Depew's surprise is not at all 
com plim entary to his judgm ent and pre­ 
science as a public m an. 
T he tru th is, 


an d all th e w orld knows it, th a t th e indi­ 
v id u ality of men is not such an im portant 
facto r in 
th e m arch of events as it once 
w as. 
In th e ir day and age no one man, 
n o r, indeed, any group of m en, controls 
th e m ovem ent, o r very m uch influences it, 
th a t propels civilization and keeps the 
w heels of progress in m otion. 
I t is the 
u n io n of m any and diverse forces th a t ac­ 
com plishes th e task. 


N ot th a t great men, sagacious m en, are 
no longer im portant figures in th e p o liti­ 
ca l and social dram as of th e age; but th a t 
w e have reached th a t point w here n e ith er 
natio n s nor progress hinge upon th e activ­ 
i t y or life of any m an. 
So soon as a leader 
falls, his place is taken, and generally it 


is q u ite as well filled, and im m ediately. 
M r. Depew says: ‘T h e people of G erm any 
found th a t th ey could do w ithout Bis­ 
m arck , and at once h e was forgotten— 
p ra ctically so.” 
B ut B ism arck’s is not a 
phenom enal case. 
In th e intelligence of 
th is age no m an can m ake him self indis­ 
pensable. 
So soon as one notably prom i­ 
n en t, and upon whose shoulders th e burden 
o f a nation seems to rest, retires or falls,there 


rise up others to fill th e place. 
I t is ac­ 
tiv ity w hile in position th a t gives national 
m en power. 
Once let them cease to ap­ 
pear. and they are alm ost forgotten. 
G ov­ 
ern m en ts go on w ithout them , new men 
rise to th e occasion of th e tim e, and the 
progressive m ovem ents of th e world swing 


o n as before. 
I t is well that this is so. 
W ere it not, 
we m ight find hope for free governm ent 
and th e onw ard m arch of civilizing influ­ 
ences grow ing faint. 
If it were not so, 
a n d th e in d iv id u ality of th e governing 
pow er, for instance, was 
th e essential 
q u a lity , th e claim of m onarchists would be 


¡strong th a t reigning houses should be th e 
reg u lato rs of governm ent and society, and 
n o lause be perm itted in th e line of succes­ 
sion. 
B u t history is m ore em phatically 
proving every day th e falsity of th e claim . 
T h e royalist and m onarchical and Bona- 


p a rtist pretenders to th e throne of France 
are to-day realizing how little value a t­ 


tach es to th e ir individuality, and th a t out 
o f position they and th eir pretensions are 
o f no particu lar im portance in th e eyes of 
th e French jteople. France has discovered 
th a t n eith er a K ing nor an E m peror is 
essential to her well-being : 
th at she does 
«veil under elected Presidents, and th at 
w h en one drops out another is readily found 
co m p eten t to hold th e executive reins. 
T h e sum and conclusion of M r. Depew's 
discovery, in short, is p ith ily state.! in the 
language of th e Inler-Ocean, w hen it says 


N o tw ith sta n d in g th e official denials 
of th e Czar’s G overnm ent th at it is pro­ 


m oting th e persecutions of th e Jew s, th e 
dispatches w ith a great deal of circum ­ 
stan tiality set forth th a t th e anti-Jew ish 
edicts of 185-5 are now revived and en ­ 
forced. 
Thus, th e rule exem pting an only 
son who is th e support of his parents, from 
m ilitary service is repealed; th e perm is­ 
sion given to Jew s to reside in the in ­ 
terio r of th e E m pire is to be abrogated; 
th e Jew s are to be forbidden to trade in 
th e staples of th e country, and all the 
Jew s in R ussian Poland are to be exiled. 
T he very latest news is th a t all th e Jew s 
in Sebastopol have been ordered to leave 
the city. 
So detailed and positive are the 
statem ents regarding these m atters, th a t 
th ey im press them selves upon th e reader 
as verity. 
T he reason assigned for th e 
revival of these persecutions is th a t th e 
Czar has become a religious fanatic, and is 
now convinced th a t his country is afflicted 


w ith nihilism , and w ith th e conspiracies 
against th e crown, because he has not been 
true to th e faith of his fathers in exclud 


ing heretics and punishing non-believers. 
\ \ e are very m uch inclined to believe this 
story. 
If religious and civil persecutions 
have begun in R ussia «gainst th e Jew s it 
is altogether likely th a t they spring from 
th e G reek priesthood, w hich has never 
been tolerant of th e H ebrew s, and has at 
all tim es insisted th at they are social dis­ 
turbers and inciters to disloyalty. 
In a 
degree th is is true, for th e active revolu 
tionists in th e universities and am ong the 
educated classes num ber in th eir ranks a 
good m any Jew s; but in proportion to 
those of o th er religions among th e agi 
tators, th ey are very few, and if persecu­ 
tion and ex ile is to be the punishm ent for 
all revolutionary agitators, more m em bers 
of o th er creeds w ill fall under th e ban 
th an of th e Jew ish faith. 


CLEANLINESS IS IMPERATIVE. 


NOTHING ELSE WILL CHECK THE IN­ 
CREASE OF TYPHOID FEVEB. 


T h e rum or of th reaten ed revolution in 
P ortugal should not create surprise. P o rtu ­ 
gal for th ree years past has hung upon th e 
verge of revolution. 
T he republican sen­ 
tim en t has grown in th a t country w ith 
am azing rap id ity . 
I t is em braced now by 
nearly th e en tire educated class, outside of 
the aristocracy, and by not a few of the 
latter.

F rench R epublicans are, of 
course, giving those of P ortu g al all th e 
aid and com fort in th e ir power, for th e 
reason th a t the Q ueen is th e d aughter of 
th e Com te de Paris, who is in open enm ity 
to th e F rench republic, and announces his 
in ten tio n to continue to plot for th e over­ 
throw of free governm ent in F rance and 
th e restoration of a m onarchy, he him self 
being th e claim ant for a throne on th e soil 
of F ran ce under th e title of P h ilip p e V II. 


B o u l a n g e r had sunk low enough in 
m en’s estim ation, heaven knows, but his 
last perform ance is so despicable as to ex ­ 
cite th e contem pt of every decent m an in 
Christendom . 
T he titled woman who fur­ 
nished him m eans to plot against th e R e­ 
public and set up a m onarchy, recently 
w rote a le tte r saying th a t if th e G eneral 
continued to deny th e charges th a t he was 
secretly w orking in th e interests of the 
M onarchists, she w ould feel it to be her 
d u ty to publish letters of his proving h er 
statem ents to be true.

SHOULD HE BOILED 
Before using. 
N um erous instances are 
recorded w here typhoid fever was spread 
from the rinsing of m ilk cans wi*h water 
apparently pure, but really infected w ith 
the germ s ot typhoid fever capable of in ­ 
fecting the m ilk. 
W e have no doubt that 
m any of the cases of typhoid fever which 
have baffled o ar research for their origin 
have arisen in th is wav. 
Most of our 
dairies have th eir w ater supply from wells 
su u k in the cow-yard, w here they receive 
the drainage from the polluted soil. 
“ It is a m atter of history th atcattleih em - 
selves suffer from a disease analogous to 
typhoid fever, if not the identical disease 
itself. 
It would, therefore, be an act of 
prudence or. tbe part of our health officers 
to visit our dairies and exam ine the source 
of their w a'er supply and the m eans used 
in keeping the m ilk irom pollution. 
“ M ilk f r o m an unknow n G r suspicions 
s o u r c e should be heated to the b o ilin g 
point before u s iD g , as thus is effedually 
destroyed not only th e g e r m s o f typhoid 
fever but likew ise the g e r m s of consum p­

D IPHTHERIA IN ASYLUMS.

“ W e cannot,” assert the S 'atc’s 
m edical advisers, “ too earnestly im press 
upon the authorities th at each case of such 
disease is a public danger, against which 
the public, as represented by its local sani­ 
tary authorities, is entitled to be w arned by 
proper inform ation, and we believe th at 
w here an institution like the O iphan A sy­ 
lum is the seat of epidem ic contagious d is­ 
ease, it is the duty of the local sanitary 
officer to visit such institution, and have it 
properly disinfected under his personal 
supervisión. 
Such disinfection should not 
be intrusted to those ignorant of the pre­ 
cautionary duties required, or left to the 
chance of a superficial sprinkling of car- 
bolized w ater about th e room as a sufficient 
rem edy to destroy th e germ s of tb e disease. 
"W e believe that ranch of the diphtheria 
th at exists is dependent npon insufficient 
disinfection where a case occurs. T be germ 
we know is m ost tenacious o f life, and e x ­ 
cept the m ost skilled disinfection is exer­ 
cised, w ill continue to live and propagate 
its hateful existence for an indefinite period 
of tim e. 
W e should therefore require all 
H ealth Officers to see to this m atter th em ­ 
selves. and know th at through their exer­ 
tions all ordinary precautions have been 
taken to insure im m u n ity to the public 
under his charge." 


TH E STAGE'S HEALTH. 
G enerally speaking, how ever, the State 
Board considers the public health in a 
fairly favorable condition, com pared w ith 
form er years. 
It does not appear th at epi­ 
dem ic disease of any description is present 
anyw here in th e State. 
Bowel disorders 
ate quite prevalent, as m ight be expected 
at this season, w hen fruit is indulged in 
w ithout regard to q uantity, and veiy often 
to quality. 
T he cooler w eather o f the m onth past 
has had a beneficial effect in lessening the 
frequency and fatality of sum m er diarrha-i 
in children. 
M ortality reports received from eighty- 
five diflerent 
localities 
throughout 
the 
State, w ith aD estim ated population of 705,­ 
309, give th e num ber of decedents as 920, 
being a m onthly percentage of 1 3 per 
thousand, or an an n u al m ortality at the 
rate of 15 0 per thousand, w hich is a con­ 
siderable 
decrease 
from 
the 
previous 
m onth. 
T he m ortality from cholera in­ 
fantum has in a m arked m easure decreased, 
as also have diseases of the respiratory 
organs. 
FATAL DISEASES. 
D uring th e m onth of Septem ber con­ 
sum ption caused 136 deaths, w hich is 27 
less th an last m o n th . 
Pneum onia was 
fatal in 54 instances.'w hich is a slight in ­ 
crease over last report. 
B ronchitis was 
credited w ith only 15 deaths, against 41 
for the previous m onth, w hich is a decrease 
of 20 during the m o n th . 
Congestion of 
the lungs was fatal in 16 instances. W hoop­ 
ing-cough caused bu t tw o deaths. 
D iph­ 
theria and croup collectively caused 30 
deaths, w hich is about th e sam e as last 
m onth. 
Cholera infantum was credited 
w ith 45 deaths, w hich is a decrease of 
nearly one-half the m o rtality recorded for 
A ugust; the cooler w eather during the 
m onth no doubt contributed not a little to 
this result. 
Diarrbcua and. dysentery were 
fatal in 24 ¡usances, w hich is also a de­ 
cline. 
Scarlet fever was fatal in but one 
instance, and 
th at * in 
San Francisco. 
Measles caused b ut one death, w hich oc­ 
curred in 
Los A ngeRs. 
Typo m alarial 
fever caused one death in Roseville. 
T y­ 
phoid fever was fatal in 30 cases. R em ittent 
fever caused five deaths. 
Cerebral fever, 
w hich iuc uñes cerebro spina! m eningitis, 
is reported to have caused 10 deaths; of 
these four occurred in San Francisco, one 
each in Angels Cam p, Fresno. H ayw ards, 
Pacific Grove, San Diego and W atsonville. 
E rysipelas was fatal iu four instances d u r­ 
ing the m onth; one each in Sacram ento, 
San Francisco, San Jose and Santa Cruz. 
Car.cer caused 29 deaths. 
H eart disease 
was fatal in 69 instance^. 
A lcoholism is 
credited w ith 10 deaths during the m onth. 
D eaths from causes not classified in this 
abstract, 401. 
T he total n um ber o f deaths in the State 
d uring Septem ber was 920.

I asked Sergeant D unn of th e 
Signal Station in th e E quitable building 
yesterday, if th e Signal Service D ep art­ 
m ent th o u g h t it had so far advanced in 
scientific discovery as to be able to d ictate 
to th e winds th eir course and instruct 
them w hen to blow hot and w hen to blow 
cold. 
“N ot q u ite so far as th a t y et,” said th e 
genial student of th e storm s, “ but th ere 
are m any curious and peculiar figures con­ 
nected w ith these winds th at have sw ept 
over K ansas and 
been th e cause of so 
much suffering and distress to th e people 
of th at State, and 
th e Signal Service 
th in k s th a t a thorough investigation of 
th e subject may reveal som ething w hich 
can be utilized to divert the course or les­ 
sen th e fury of th e winds. 
O ne of the 
curious facts connected w ith them is th at 
they have only visited the State d uring 
th e past two years. 
Before th at tim e the 
people of Kansas were free from them , but 
d u rin g the pari two years they have come 
at about th e sam e season and have sw ept 
over alm ost th e sam e territory. 
Now, it 
m ay be th at th e occurrence of these winds 
is sim ply a freak of nature, and th a t they 
m ay not retu rn again next year; but the 
fact th a t they have come tw ice about the 
same tim e and in practically the same 
places leads ns to believe th a t they w ill 
continue to lie an unwelcomed visitor to 
Kansas unless something is done to force 
them to realize that they are unwelcome.

Towards !he close of the game yesterday 
afternoon the Stocktons scared the Sacra­ 
mentos pretty badly and came near ta m ­ 
ing defeat into victory. 
After the seventh inning, when the score 
stood 7 to 6 in favor of the home team, 
H arper went in to pitch, Hoffman having 
injured his arm slightly, and those who 
knew H arper’s peculiar and erratic manner 
of pitching when be commences were 
rather nervous about the outcome. A little 
of his wildness would have resulted disas­ 
trously, bat be sealed down to steady 
work immediately upon stepping into the 
box and shut the Stocktons out in the next 
two innings. In the ninth he struck out 
two of the batters, and the audience were 
about to leave when little Hoffmau of the 
visiting team sent a clean hit out into 
center-field. 
Being a good runner the prospects for a 
ran for Stockton seemed excellent, but 
W ard and Reitz cut bis career short when 
he attempted to steal second base, and the 
game ended with the score of 7 to C in favor 
of the Senators, m aking the second contest 
won in a single day. 


SACRAMENTO COULDJÍ T H ELP IT. 
The grand and special stands were well 
filled with people and there would have 
been many more present had any other 
club but Stockton played here. 
A good many took it for granted that the 
Sacramentos would win, and the club did 
capture the game, bat not as easily es they 
expected. Stockton made a steady fight all 
through the game and though somewhat 
discouraged by the fact that the opposing 
team was six runs in the lead at the end of 
the fourth iDning they kept up their bat­ 
ting and by earnest work almost tied their 
opponents in the seventh iuning. 
Hoffman, the 
Stockton 
twirler, was 
baited hard and had to be taken out of the 
box after the second inning. He seemed 
more anxious to throw the ball over the 
plate every lime than to try to deceive the 
batsman, and the result was that hit after 
h it was made. 
He gave way to Kilroy, 
who pitched winning ball during the next 
seven innings; but the game had been lost 
before he started in, and ail the satisfaction 
he received was a liberal amount of ap­ 
plause from the grand stand. Stockwell 
caught him fairly well and showed him self 
to be the saíne quiet, earnest player that 
he always was. 


HOW THEY PLAYED. 
Armstrong played poorly and, besides 
“juggling” the ball a couple of times, he 
lost his head in the fifth inning and failed 
to cover second base when tnere was a 
chance for a double play. 
W ilson did good work at third base and 
Pasche and Selna were quite effective in 
their positions. 
For the home club Hoffman and Ward 
formed an excellent battery. The former 
had done good work up to the time he re­ 
tired, and it was a sensible act on his part 
to cease pitching when he knew his arm 
was giving out. 
W ard’s catching was 
splendid and his throwing to bases almost 
perfect. 
Stapleton made several neat stops at first 
base and hit the ball hard. 
Had be been 
a better rnnner he might have made two 
bases on at least one of his hits. 
Reitz showed Selna how a base hit near 
second base could be stopped and the runner 
thrown out at the initial w ithout much 
trouble. 
Godar did not play a poor game, but he 
surely does not understand how to run a 
m an down when he catches him between 
bases. On yesterday and the day before he 
m ade two very poor attempts to catch a 
runner and failed. 
The outfield work of Roberts and Mc- 
H ale was an exhibition of the playing that 
good live fielders can accomplish in a 
game. Roberts was under every fly that 
went into left field, excepting one which 
Wilson knocked against the fence, and 
evety time a ball was knocked into the air 
in his territory, half the audience would be 
calling to the runner to come back, long 
before the ball bad descended. 
McHale's work in right field was roundly 
applauded. 
He made three difficult run­ 
ning catches, two of them being exceed­ 
ingly hard bails to reach. 
Goodenough got in some telling work in 
stealing bases. No less than four were 
stolen in the game, and at Stockton he suc­ 
ceeded in m aking three steals:

CHARLES S. BEALS, WHILE DESPOND­ 
ENT, COMMITS SUICIDE. 


F a c t. W hich Prom pted Him to 
the Rash step —He Was 
D eterm ined. 


T a k e 


Charles S. Beals, brother of H. S. Beals, 
the photographer, swallowed fifteen grains 
of morphine yesterday afternoon with sui­ 
cidal intent. 
For several days past Mr. Beals has been 
in a despondent mood, and yesterday un­ 
usually so. Just two years ago his wife 
died in the East, and this seemed to de­ 
press him greatly. Shortly before 4 o'clock 
he dropped into W illiam Wirtz’s saloon at 
508 K street and asked Mr. Wirtz, who was 
a warm friend of Beals, to let him have 25 
cents. 
Mr. Wiríz gave him the money 
and Beals departed, saying 
something 
about “going to the drugstore.” 
After he had been goce some minutes 
W irtz suspected that all was not weil. and 
putting on his coat and hat set out in pur­ 
suit of Beals. 
He learned that he had 
gone to the drugstore at Sixth and K 
streets. 
Upon making inquiry there he 
was informed that Mr. Beals had pur­ 
chased some morphine powder and had 
departed. 
W irtz then set out in hot haste 


AFTER HIS FRIEND; 
But he could not find him . 
Upon return­ 
ing to his saloon, however, he was sur­ 
prised to find Beals there. 
W irtz was satisfied that Beals contem­ 
plated suicide, and resolved to get tbe poi­ 
son from him by means of a little strategy. 
He invited Beals into one of the rearroom s 
of the saloon, along with another man 
named 
McLaughlin, and suggested that 
thav ettgage in a little cante of cards. 
Once in the room, Wiriz demanded that 
the poison be given to him. 
Beals protested that he had bought no 
poison, and said ha had not been feeling 
well, and bad purchased some pills. 
W irtz wanted to see the pills, and Beals 
told him to sit down and he would show 
them to him. 
W irtz obeyed, and Beals 
produced from bis pocket a small pili-box, 
which he proceeded to open. 
He emptied 
the contents iato his hand, and in a 
twinkling placed in his mouth and swal­ 
lowed it. 
W irtz tried to stop him , but too late. 
He then tried to get tbe deadly drug cut of 
his friend’s m ou’h, but he was also unsuc­ 
cessful in this. 


HIS LAST WORDS. 
“ Good bye, Billy,” said Beals, stretching 
cut his hand to Wirlz. “ I’m going; don’t 
speak bad of me when I'm gone, will 
you?” 
W irtz then ran back to the drug store 
and informed the clerk of what had hap­ 
pened. The latter immediately sent for 
Doctors Clow aud Ewing. 
In the meantime Bealk was taken to his 
brother s photograph gallery, 417 J street. 
It was here that the doctors attended 
him . They found that the poison had 
been effectively absorbed, and it was use­ 
less to resort to the stomach pump. 
Other 
restoratives and antidotes were employed, 
but all to no effect. The patient became 
unconscious, and from that state he never 
recovered. At eleven o’clock last night he 
died. 
Charlea 8. Beals was a native of New 
York, and 57 yeats of age. 
H e leaves no 
children. 
He was well known in Sacra­ 
mento, having been a resident here for 
something like thirty-five years. 
He was 
an old Mason, belonged to the Knights of 
Pythias and was an Exempt Fireman. For 
some time past he had been employed by 
his brother at the place where he died. 
The Coroner was notified of the m atter 
last night, and the body was removed to 
the Morgue.
